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Tie vote defeats proposed landfill amendment |

With a three to two vote, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners thought it had 
accepted the proposed amendment 
requested by NEMCOG on behalf of 
City Environmental Services to add 
nine new counties to the Crawford 
County solid waste management plan. 
The amendment was voted on at the 
regular commissioners’ meeting held 
in the county courthouse on 
Wednesday, August 11. 

Commissioner Robert McLachlan 
asked for and was granted anabstention 
from voting, citing a possible conflict 
of interest as a paid employee of City 
Environmental Services. 

Attheir regularly scheduled meeting 
last Wednesday, prior tothe confusing 
vote, the commissioners considered 
several pieces of correspondence 
conceming the landfill. The first, from 
the Department of Natural Resources, 
asked for a clarification to the 
amendment wording concerning 
reciprocal agreements. The DNR 
suggested this addition to the 
amendment: 

“Outside counties which may 
dispose of waste at the City 
Environmental Services, Inc. of Waters 
Landfill for the 5 and 20 year planning 
period include...,.only if the approved 
solid waste management plans of these 


counties authorize such disposal 
activity inCrawfordCounty. Crawford 
County agrees to accept up to 100 
percent of the solid waste generated in 
these counties for primary disposal in 
Crawford County.” 

Board Chairman Long agreed with 
the DNR suggestion stating, “Wewant 
itto be atwo-way street, not just aone- 
way street. For us to have outside 
counties inour plan, we mustrecognize 
the fact that we must be named in their 
plan.” 

Theothercommissioners agreed and 
voted unanimously to include the 
additional wording. 


NEMCOG 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


Next, the commissionersconsidered 
a letter from Rick Duell, resource 
program specialist from NEMCOG, 
The letter had been forwarded to the 
commissioners by the Northeast 
Michigan Solid Waste Planning 
Committee as a result of its previous 
meetings on the proposed amendment 
and contained six specific 
recommendations to be considered. 

From Duell’s recommendations in 
that letter, the following actions were 
approved: 

*An annual report from City 
Environmental Services to the 
commissioners, including the total 


cubic yards of waste accepted, cubic 
yards of special waste, and total 
remaining years of capacity. 

*City Environmental Services will 
funda household hazardous waste and 
waste reduction education program 
every year toevery fifth grade inevery 
county that is disposing of waste atthe 
CES landfill. 

*The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners will establish a five- 
member solid waste advisory 
commitice consisting of one county 
board representative, one township 
representative, one solid waste 
planning agency (NEMCOG) 
representative, one Michigan State 
University Cooperative Extension 
representative, and one City 
Environmental Services 
representative, The committee will 
meet on a quarterly basis to review 
householl hazardous waste and waste 
reduction programs, annual facility 
reports, and citizen concerns. 


TOWNSHIPS' PROPOSAL 


Next, the commissioners discussed 
a letter signed by each of the six 
township supervisors that asked City 
Management for a guarantee of back- 
up landfills, cost guarantees, and 
indemnification from any 
environme .tal clean-up costs.

4-year-old Grayling girl 
struggles with brain cancer

Four-year-old Rebecca Jones has 
suffered from brain cancer since she 
was aninfant. The deadly disease has 
affected nearly ail of her motor skills, 
preventing her from normal 

‘development. Her speech and 

movements are limited to those of a 
child about half her age. Her head is 
scarred from the many operations she 
has undergone, | 

“Becca,” as she is called, had her 
first operation two years ago. At that 
time, her doctors thought they had 
removed all of the tumor in her head, 
With the aid of radiation therapy, itdid 
not reappear until 11 months later. 
Today, however, the tumor surrounds 
much of her brain and is totally 
unoperable. 

An MRI examination at the 
University of Michigan Children's 


Hospital in July broughtdisagreement 


of her team of doctors. Some thought 
the tumor was stabie; others disagreed. 


A stable tumor could mean that it is” 


dead or dormant. The difference 
between the two diagnoses mean the 
difference between life or death for 
Becca. 

Because Becca needs constant 
attention, her mom Trina Jones can’t 
work outside herhome, and is confined 
to a life of social assistance. Without 
Medicaid help, Becca’s medical bills 
‘of two to four hundred thousand 
dollars, would be insurmountable for 
a young single mother. 

On Monday, Trina and Becca went 
back to the U-M Children’s Hospital 
where the little girl was scheduled to 
receive a spinal tap, the removal of 
some of her spinal fluid. Trina was 
told before the procedure that if cancer 
celis were found in Rebecca’s spinal 
fluid, it would mean that she has anew

tumor and nothing further can be done 
for her. If no cells were found, it 
would mean that her tumoc is stable. 

Throughout the ordeal of Becca's 
illness, Trina has kept her faith inGod. 
“I’m trusting in the Lord,” Trina said, 
“T believe that God can heal her and I 
believe He will. She deserves to be 
able tobe akid and she justcan’t while 
she’s sick.” 

1rina explained that if Rebecca’s 
tumor is dead, she will have to live 
cancer free for ten years before she 
will be considered medically cured. 

Trina asks for the public's prayers 
in helping Rebecca with her illness.

That's 
pretty routine.” 

They also have access to the six 
and ahalf million volumes in the U-M 
library system. 

Except for a building supervisor, 
the Daily is run completely by the 
student staff, said Jordan. 

“All editing decisions are made by 
students. There are no adults except 
for us —- if you want to count us, It 
took me a couple months to realize 
anything we want to put in the paper, 
we can. There is no censorship, no 
interference by the administration.” 

And the Michigan Daily is a 
publication that does not avoid 
controversy. 

“Someone printed an ad saying the 
Holocaust was a Jewish conspiracy 
and there was a national news story 
about it in the New York Times, 
Washington Post and Detroit Free 
Press, saying it was revisionism, But 
nobody (on the staff) gotinto trouble.” 

Although U-M has no journalism 


school, students can piece together 
journalism majors by taking the right 
assortment of courses, said Jordan. 

“A lot of the editors want to be 
journalists. (Getting a job) depends 
on the quality of work you do in 
college. It’s a serious thing. It’s not 
just like an activity; it’s their job. You 
can’t say to the Chicago Tribune, ‘I 
was just fooling around with this 
editorial.” 

Still, while the newspaper in its 
entirety is a serious venture, it contains 
a lot of humor as well. 

“The front page is always serious, 
But the opinion page can have 
irreverent cartoons, The arts page, 
which has pretty good writing, can be 
on the lighter side, iike the 
entertainment page of the “ree Press.” 

The opinion staff meets every Friday 
and Sunday to take story proposals.

Much of our time tends to involve 
running errands. Short trips to and 
from the park, grocery store, laundry, 
mall, dentist, church and school, fill 
our days. Unfortunately, this is when 
most crashes occur, as well as most 
injuries. The old adage, “most 
accidents occur within 25 miles of 
your home,” still holds true. 

We feel a little safer buckling up 
when confronted with along trip, high 
speed roads, during bad weather or 
when the route is unfamiliar. But, we 
should extend that safety margin to 
include gny time we are inacar. We 
are most likely to have a crash where 
wedomostofour driving. This means 
a serious crash can happen any time, 

even in your own neighborhood, on 
the way to work or grocery shopping. 

Sure, slowing down helps reduce 


the severity of crashes, but wearing a asl 


safety belt, and making sure that all 
children are properly buckled up, limits 4 
the severity of injuriesto you. Speeders 


are risk takers, Unfortunately, they zm 


sometimes take risks that include your 
family. 

“Ah,” but you say, “my car has a 
driver side air bag. I’m covered if the 
worst happens.” Let us assume for a 
moment that the crash in which you 
are involved is the ideal type for 
deployment of an air bag — head on 
(even though the majority of crashes 
occur at a variety of angles including 
side impact and rear). What about 
your passengers? And, if you are not 
wearing your safety belt, the odds are 
you will “submarine” under the air 
bag and dashboard. Perhaps itis better 
than being thrown through the 
windshield, but remember, these are 
ideal crash conditions, 

Traffic crash deaths have urupped 
in Michigan, Our fatality rate 
continues to be below the national 
average, But, we cannotafforda single 
traffic crash-related death, especially 
when we know most are preventable. 

If you are one of those people who 
only wear your safety belt some of the 
time — when you think about it, or 
when you are not in a hurry, or when 
you don’t have to fuss with getting the 
baby settled in -~ please reconsider, 
Safety belts are proven lifesavers, and 
the odds are against you if you are 
“just running to pick up a quart of 
milk.” 

No one should play the odds with 
their life.
